Amendment

ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1-7 and 9 are allowed. 

The claims are subsequently renumbered to claims 1-8. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 5-7 and 9 are allowed for reciting a charged particle beam method and 
apparatus for inspecting circuit pattern areas based on secondary charged particle 
emission from the irradiated target to form images of the irradiated area to detect a 
defect or a foreign particle in the circuit to be used for observation or analysis of the 
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defect based on an electric charging or carbon deposit formed on the circuit as a mark , 
the latter being a specific limitation that is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by 
any prior art. 

Claim 6 is specifically allowed for additionally transferring the sample to a second 
CPB and using the charge or deposit mark for position specification, which is a limitation 
that is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by any prior art. 

Claims 2-4 are allowed for being dependent, either directly or indirectly, to the 
allowed claim 1 .
